You don’t have to spend any 
money to be a success. 

You might say, ifit’s as simple as 
that, then why aren’t more people 
wealthy? Well, it’s because people 
are programmed to fail. We have an 
unwealthy mindset. Being broke is a 
temporary condition; being poor is a 
State of mind. Success is a 
combination of having the right 
attitudes, the right principles, the 
right strategies, the right techniques 
and the guts to go out and achieve it. 

People are born to succeed. We 
are programmed to fail by colleges, 
television, parents and churches.

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Lupus Facts Revealed At 
Seventh Annual Convention 


Some of the major lupus findings 
highlighted in a paper by Dr. Marc 
Hochberg at a recent lupus conven- 
tion are as follows: 

Since 1965 a variety of factors, 
including greater physician aware- 
ness of lupus and availability of more 
sophisticated tests. have led to 
better methods of diagnosis and 
improved patient prognosis of lupus, 
showing more people have it than 
previously suspected. 

Clinical studies consistently show 
a female predominance of lupus. 
Because this predominance was 
most marked among females 
between the ages of 15 and 64, it is

years may have some bearing on the 
cause of lupus. 

Racial groups including 
American blacks, Puerto Ricans in 
New York City. Orientals (Chinese, 
Filipinos and Japanese) and certain 
North American Indian tribes (the 
Crow, Arapahoe and Sioux) are 
noted to have higher prevalence 
and/or incidence of SLE (Systemic 
Lupus Erythematosus) when com- 
pared to whites.

In the 1980's improved patient 
prognosis put the five-year survival 
rate over 95% and the ten-yeap 
survival rate at 90% after diagnosis. 

A recent controlled study of 74 
women reported a greater percent- 
age of spontaneous abortions was 
experienced by lupus victims. This 
increased ‘‘fetal wastage"’ suggests 


that an underlying hormonal 
abnormality may be _ present 
sometimes.

Kinston Teacher Arrested On Pot Charges 


A vocational agriculture teacher 
at Kinston High School resigned this 
week following his arrest for traffick- 
ing in marijuana after Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department officials dis- 
covered almost 500 marijuana plants 
growing in a large field near his 
home. 


The teacher, identified as 
William Cecil Patterson, age 43, of 
Rt. 2, Kinston, was taken into 
eustody Friday, September 28, only 
hours after a dozen law enforcement 
agents raided the marijuana farm. 
Patterson is now free on $10,000 
bond. 


$75,000 Grant Received For 
Work At Coffee County Lake 


Money to develop Coffee County

LaDonna Tucker Pleads Not 
Guilty At Recent Hearing 


LaDonna Tucker, accused of 
murder in connection with the 1981 
shooting death of her husband, was 
back in Elba Monday and pleaded 


innocent at an arraignment pro- 
ceeding. 

Mrs. Tucker was convicted of 
murder in 1982; however, the 


Supreme Court overturned the con- 
viction due to legal errors in the trial. 


At Monday's arraignment, Judge 
Riley Green ruled Tucker was with- 
out sufficient funds to pay an 
attorney to plead her defense and 
appointed Elba attorneys Debbie 
Jared and Bill Hammond to serve as 
defense counsel, 


If found guilty, Mrs. Tucker will 


face 20 years to life in prison. 


Sikorsky Receives $61 Million 


Contract At Ft. Rucker 


Congressman Bill Dickinson has 
announced that the Army has 
awarded its aircraft maintenance 
contract at Fort Rucker to Sikorsky 
Support Services of Alabama and 
Connecticut at a contract price of 
$61,188,965, 

“The contract, which is for a 
yne-year period beginning October 
1, is for providing aircraft main- 
tenance and support services, unit 
and intermediate depot main- 
tenance, and scheduled inspections 
for 617 rotary and fixed-wing aircraft 


at Fort Rucker,’’ Dickinson said, 

The Sikorsky company, Dickinson 
poirted out, is no stranger to 
Alabama, having recently 
announced new plants at Troy and 
lallassee. ‘'With the new contract, 
this makes Sikorsky a multi-million- 
dollar investor in Alabama,"’ 
Dickinson added. 


“Il am pleased that Sikorsky 
intends to refain current employees 
working on the contract,’’ Dickinson 
concluded, 
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Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
stated that a pilot of a private plane 
spotted the marijuana Thursday and 
informed authorities of its location. 

On Friday morning, Chief Deputy 
Tom Weeks and Narcotics Investi- 
gator Dennis Hobbs entered the field 
from a neighboring field and found 
the marijuana growing as described 
by the pilot. No visible signs were 
seen as to make authorities believe 
the crop was being cared for, and the 
decision was made to pull up the 
plants. 

As authorities moved in on the 
raid Friday afternoon, it was dis- 
covered that several hundred feet of 
water hoses and tubing were con- 
nected to a sprinkler at the site of the 
plants, and that the source of water 
was a water faucet at a pump house 
behind Patterson's home. 

Authorities pulled up 488 plants 
during the raid and found a dozen 
other plants drying near the field. 
Over 100 of the plants were over 20 
feet tall, and many had to be 
chopped down with an axe. 

The plants were placed in the bed 
of a pickup truck, but the truck would 
hold only 40 of the giant plants and a 
peanut drying wagon was brought in 
to transport the marijuana to a 
burning site at the Kinston City Hall. 

‘*T have seen a lot of marijuana in 
my years in law enforcement,’’ said 
Sheriff Paul, ‘‘but never have I seen 
any plants this big. Most of the 

» plants were too big to reach your 
hand around, and some were taller 
than the trees next to them.” 

The plants had an estimated 
street value of $1 million; however, 
Sheriff Paul admitted the figure was

CHRISTIANITY IS A MATTER OF 
COMMITMENT 

Dietrich Bonhoeffer was a 
Lutheran preacher who lived in 
Germany during the days of Hitler. 
Bonhoeffer helped to form an 
“underground school"’ to train 
ministers. He was arrested and 
imprisoned because of his stand for 
Christ and against Hitler. He wrote a 
book which he called The Cost of 
Discipleship. He wrote about 


“cheap” grace and ‘‘costly"’ grace. ° 


He defined cheap grace as that 
which requires no cross. -Both 
Bonhoeffer's life and death are 
examples of his concept of costly 
grace which requires a_ sacrificial 
cross. (He “practiced what he 
preached."’) He was given a chance 
to renounce his commitment to 
Christ, but he refused to do so. He 
was hanged to death. His commit- 
ment to the Lord, even to death, was 
incredible and challending. Mark 
10:17-22 reveals some important 
facts regarding the matter of 
commitment. 

First, it is a fact that Jesus 
requires our commitment. Verse 21 
contains four imperatives or 


commands-‘'go’’, ‘‘sell’’, ‘‘give’’. 
and “‘follow’’. The word translated 


And be found in Him, not 
having mine own teousness, 
which Is of the law, but that which 
is through the faith of Christ, the 
righteousness which is of God by 
faith: Phil, 3:9

“come” is also used as a “sort of 
imperative."’ These were commands 
frem Jesus. They were not 
questions. They wre not a multiple 
choice list. They were not electives. 
They were not part of a buffet line 
from which to choose. Jesus required 
the rich young ruler to express his 
commitment by obeying those 
commands. He also requires our 
commitment if we are going to follow 
him. 

. Second, it is a fact that commit- 
ment is a personal matter. Verse 21 
could be translated ‘One thing you 
lack: you go your way, you sell 
whatever you have, and you give to 
the poor, and you shall have treasure 
in heaven: and you come, you take 
up the cross, and you follow me." All 
those ‘‘you’s’’ appear in the forms of 
the words used in the original Greek 
text. Jesus was dealing with one 
person-the rich young ruler. The 
Lord tends to deal with us in the 
same manner. He touches each of 
our lives continually, and he reminds 
us that he wants our personal 
commitment to Him. No one can 
make that commitment for you. You 
have to make it yourself. 


Third, it is a fact that there are“ 


always hindrances to our 
commitment. Verse 22 indicates that 
the rich young ruler’s hindrance was 
his wealth. That may not be your 
hindrance, but there are matters and 
circumstances which hinder each of 
us. One lady explained that she had 
not been to church in several weeks 
because it had been ‘‘first one thing 
and then another."’ That is the 
nature of Christianity--there are 
always hindrances to our 
commitment. There are always 
“giants in the land’’ (Numbers 13: 
27-33). There are always excuses not 
to attend the supper (Luke 14: 
15-24). What are you letting hinder 
your commitment to the Lord? 

I remember my first plane ride. 
As the powerful jet lifted off the 
ground a preacher-friend looked at 
me and said, ‘Robert, you've 


. 


preached about commitment--now - 


you know what it is. It's all in the 
hands of someone else."’ I trusted 
someone I had never seen before in 
my life! Lord, help me make that 
type of commitment to you.

Coffee County Commission Adopts 
$3.7 Million Budget For Coming Year 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday. 
October 8, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and reviewed the 
county's budget for the 1985 fiscal 
year that totals $3,722,017. 

The budget. which was formally 
adoptee at a called meeting last 
month, included the following 
amounts in the various funds:

“The budget is very workable,’ 
said Probate Judge Marion Brunson,

Elba City Council Makes Appointments 


The Elba City Council met

Cleo Hawkins 
nominated Charles Hayes for re- 
appointment and Gladys Yelverton 
nominated Oscar Vaughan for re- 
appointment, both representing the 
private citizen requirements of the 
bond agreement. However, after the 
two were duly elected, the city 
received a letter from Hayes 


Tuesday morning declining the new 
term. 

City officials elected to the board 
were John W. Sharpless, Jack 
Prescott and Frances Trammell. This 
too was done by motion of Yelverton. 


Prior to the appointment of the 
city officials, Hawkins asked that his 
name be withdrawn, as he felt he 
had served long enough. Efforts by 
English to change his mind 
apparently fell on deaf ears, in spite 
of English's plea that ‘‘I feel it is 
very important you serve; we are in 
negotiations with Covington Electric 
on purchase of lines as manadated 
by state law, and we need you.’

County Jail Inmate Dies Thursday In Elba 


An inmate at the Coffee County 
Jail in Elba died last week at the 
Elba General Hospital, less than an 
hour after being rushed to the 
hospital by a deputy sheriff. 

The inmate was identified as 
Eddie Jones, age 52, of Enterprise, 
who was in the jail on a probation 
revocation, The black male was 
originally charged with forgery and 
had been in jail only two days on the 
later charge. 

According to sheriff's depart- 


ment officials, Jones was a trusty 
and was downstairs at the jail on the 
night of Thursday, October 4, when 
he complained of shortness of 
breath. Deputy Sheriff Billy Wayne 
McKinnon took Jones to the hospital 
immediately, and at 11:32 p.m. the 
inmate was pronounced dead. 

The body was sent to a state 
crime lab in Mobile, where an 
autopsy revealed Jones died after 
two heart valves collapsed in his 
heart. 


October Is Month To Renew Tags & License 


Officials at the Coffee County 
Probate Judge’s office announced 
this week that several licenses and 
tags need to be renewed during the 
month of October. 

All state and county business 
licenses are up for renewal this 
month, as well as all hunting and 


fishing licenses 
All vehicle owners with last 


names beginning with U, V, W, X, Y 
and Z are reminded to purchase new 
tags, as are all National Guard 
members, Boat tags also expire this 
month. 

Tags for business vehicles, 
mobile homes, motorcycles, farm 
equipment, pulpwood trucks and 
tractor-trailers must be purchased in 
October or November. 


City School Board followed, with 
Prescott nominating Tom Maddox 
for a full five-year term, replacing 
Paul King, who is completing a full 
term on the board. Sharpless spoke 
out opposing this action, noting it 
had been council policy to only 
appoint people who currently have 
children in the school system. His 
motion to find someone else with 
children in school died for lack of a 
second, : 

Sharpless said he felt Maddox 
was well qualified, but with no 
children in school yet, he felt 
someone else should be appointed. 

English said, ‘‘As we have talked 
in private (and I thought we were 
unanimous in this decision) I am not 
sure this is a good policy, as there 
are many people with wisdom who 
are past child-bearing years, and 
have a lot to contribute."’ 

The vote to name Maddox to the 
board was approved with Sharpless 
voting no. 

Yelverton nominated Stan Marsh 
to fill the unexpired term she left 
when elected to the city council. The 
term expires in June, 1986. The vote 
was Unanimous. 


Three people were reappointed to 
the Zoning Board of Adjustments, 
serving four-year terms, They are 
L.C. Sharpless, Frances Brunson 
and Mae Moore. The motion by 
Trammell was approved 
unanimously. 

Mayor English was selected to 
serve another term on the Southeast 
Alabama Gas District Board. 

Council members had had two 
weeks to review the city budget for 
the coming year, and a motion by 
Sharpless to accept it as presented 
was also unanimously approved. The 
budget contains projected revenue of 
over one-and-a-quarter million 
dollars, and the expenditures leave 
an anticipated surplus of $77,000. 
The budget includes a five percent 
pay raise for all employees. English 
explained that the surplus was not 
really extra money, but a cushion to 
cover any shortfall of anticipated 
revenue, such as drops in sales tax, 
ete, 

Major items in the budget always 
include repayment of borrowed 
money, and this year it will cost 
$161,043 for this purpose. However, 
even that is lower than the salaries of 
the street department at $185,000 or 
the police department at $197,475. 
Neither of the above salary figures 
covers the city’s portion of the 
retirement program. 

The various departments in the 
Elba City government have exper- 
ienced little public discontent and 
this can be directly attributed to the 
aboye average pay and benefits 
offered the local employees, com- 
pared with neighboring towns 

While no city official will voice an 
opinion that the local folks are 
overpaid, they do express pride in 
the efforts to provide decent salaries, 
hospital insurance aad retirement 
benefits. 


Discussion of the proposed ward 
system of electing city officials and 
the long qgiscussed proposal of 


extending the city limits were 
touched on briefly Monday evening. 
Due to the complexity of the details 
in the matter, English appointed 
various council members to major 
areas of-the proposals. Yelverton 
was named to be the main contact 
with state and federal officials on the 
ward system; Trammell was named 
to work with getting clearance for 
Elba to conduct a new census, to be 
used in implementing the ward 
system and in earning revenue 
sharing funds from the feds; Prescott 
and Hawkins were asked to 
recommend new city limit bound- 
aries, and Sharpless is to work with 
state officials on the best way to 
proceed in changing the city limits. 

The council approved payment of 
bills totaling $11,143.92. They 
included $2800 for gas and oil, $1104 
for sewer pipe to Russell subdivision 
and $750 for concrete pipe to the 
recreation center. 

A status of city finances was 
presented by English and the 
positive position of the bank account 
was partly attributed to the $50,000 
paid to the city last Thursday by the 
hospital authority. Total city monies 
in the local banks now total 
$197,448.93, 

English also noted that the drain 
gates at the dam had been repaired 
by city crews; the street sweeper 
parts had finally arrived and the 
machine is now working and crews 
are installing the connector sewage 
line to Powell subdivision. 


County Engineer Frank Chariton

Mr. Bill Cathell, of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning and 
Development Commission, told the 
zommission that Coffee County was 
one of only 10 counties in the state to 
be funded in a recent program. The 
funding will be used to expand the 
Victoria Water System and was one 
of the six grants given to rural water 
systems. 

Cathell told the commission the 
state placed a higher priority on 
water systems than road paving, as 
no paving requests were granted. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
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***cent out inviations to all county 
banks to bid on becoming the county 
depository for funds; 

***was told the work at the old 
county landfill in New Brockton had 
been completed; 

***received a letter of resignation 
from assistant county engineer Tim 
Simpson, effective October 21; 
***®was told a new backhoe would be 
weighed to make sure it meets all 
specifications before it is accepted; 
***was invited to ground-breaking 
ceremonies at Site 135 on Thursday, 
October 11, in conjunction with ar 
erosion control project; 

***was informed handrails had been 
installed at the Farm Center 
Complex in New Brockton; 
***heard that the new Veterans 
Service Office, located in the court- 
house annex in Elba, had been 
renovated; 

***was told work on the Elba 
‘ourtroom was underway and would 
be completed prior to January 1, 
1985; 

*** voted 4-2 (Bowden and Bradley 
voted no) to pave two roads in the 
Shiloh Community with inspection 
fee funds;
